Pishertes-Lanar Tidew Subterranean 
munication between the Lakes, 


The following paper, translated from the 
„Jesuit Relations,” was read at the last meeting 
of the Chicago Historical Society. Its author- 
ship is unknown; but it was probably written 
by Marquette, the founder of the mission at that 
point. It may possess some interest, as exhib- 
iting the observations of the intelligent mission- 
aries who resided there at that early period. It 
may be observed, that the supposed lunar 
influence upon the lakes, would naturally be 
more observable in the straits, where, from the 
narrowness of the channel, any ebb or flow in 
Lakes Huron and Michigan, though inconsidera- 
ble in the broad expanse of these Lakes, would 
cause a more marked change, both in he vol- 
ume of water and the capacity of the current:

Missilimakinac is an island famous in these 
i of more than a league in diameter, and 
elevated in some places b 21 high cliffs as 
be seen more leagees off.

Itis worthy of notice, that those who bore 
name of the „and called themselves 
Missilimakinac, were so namerous, that some of 
the survivors yet living here assure us that they 
once had thirty villages, all enclosed in a forti- 
fication of a league and a half in circuit, when 
Iroquois came and defeated them, i 
by a victory they had gained over 3,000 men of 
that nation, who had carried their hostilities as 
far as the country of the Agnichronnons. 
In one word, the quantity of fish, united with 
the excellence of the soil for Inbian corn, has 
always been a poweuful attraction to the tribes 
in these regions, of which the greater part sub- 
sist only on fish, but some on Indian corn. 
Un this account many of these same tribes, 
perceiving that peace is likely to be established 
with the lroquois, bave turned their attention 
to this point so convenient for a return to their 
own country, and will follow the examples of 
those who have made a beginning on the islands 
8 Lake Huron, which by this means will soon

so irregular. We have distinctly observed that 
at the full and the new moon, the tides change 
once each natural day—to-day high, to-morrow 
low, during eight or ten days; and that the rest 
of the time scarce! any change is perceptible, 
the waters preserving an equilibrium—neither 
high nor low, unless the winds again — 
hree facts are somewhat noticeable as 
on these species of tides.
